The full text of Sir Arthur's ad- 
dress it aî follows: 
Mr. Chajnnan and Genllomen: 

1 son glad that 1 am occaaionally to 
meet the staff and students of the 
Theological Colleges. Altiough they 
are not technically a part of McGiU 
rf: these colleges are so closely connect - 
'"*. cd with the University that they arc 
bound to exercise a very deep Jnflu- 

■ ence upon our academic life. Many 
theological students are leaders In 

, all lines of students activities. The 
teachers take an Important part in 

■ much of our worii. Last, but not least, 
, the ver>' presence of these groups of 

teacihers and students devoting iliem 
.seleves to the ministry of religion Is 
: atwaya recalling to our minds the ex- 

Jstence and the vaJue of higher 

things. 

I sÊ^Juch has been said recently con- 
Brnlng the danger that mere techni- 
fcal material instruction wUl find too 
large a «pace in the university cur- 
diculum. I am not sure that we are 
not exaggerating this danger, but 
even that is better than falling to 
recogniee it. I do not a^gree. I should 
not b« consistent if I did agree, with 
those who claim that neither engine 
erlns nor medicine, nor agriculture 
«hould be taught in a university, who 
Rdvoc.Tte that prof^sional schools 
should hive off and live by them- 
selves. Surely it is rather the -duty of 
the university to nourlHhixthe;t divine 
flame in everj- 'branch of learning, to 
foster tlie imagination which plays 
so great a part in the work of the 
great engineer, to strengthen the 
vision which marks the great physi- 
cian. 

There is no danger that the pro- 
fcKsional school will drag down to 
rtlie purely material » univenrity 
■n-hlch keeps In mind the vaiue of the 
Hpirltual. But it is just as certain 
that if we do not turn our thoughts 
t« the spiritual, the material will 
overwhelm us. We must be sure that 
in the rush and hurrj' of modern life 
we do not mtes or lose the intangible 
tiings so real to our more jueditative 
fïathere. We must be sure 'th*t the 
glitter of prosperity does not blind us 
i-JLo, the bes.utles of Ilteri»ture, of scicmce 
p>jc music, of art. 

^^^at la it in ounMlves to wbich 
^the -immaterial make* itt> avpeal. I 
Mupose it la to what w« call the soul. 
We believe, at any rate, that it is our 
ll^^ower to appreciate the intangible, 
{four capacity for devotion, for ambi- 
tion, for imagination, oar aMIlty to 
■force the flesh to obey the spirit, that 
makes us human rather than animal. 
Here then your unlvcralty of minis- 
ters aime at an ideal very oloee to 
>jthat whicih our secular university is 
seeking, so close, indeed, that we are 
but part of a single great whole. Wc 
must try to strengthen in men the 
moral force that raises thorn to the 
liIgiicHt level of humanity. You must 
Htrlve to open their hearts to the 
noblest message of all — the message 
of rell^rlon. 
I spoke of you a moment ago as a 
S^'imlyerBlty of rainlstUB and if you arc 
to be true to your high caJUng, thai 
is what you must be. None of you 
,^an_ stand alone nay more than one 
jirofCBsor cm nial'.e a university. Your 
tiiifciigtli lies ill tiii« that, whctlic-r 
you agree in all things or not, you 
are labouring in a coninion vineyard, 
jj.ar<! working iji one cause; that in the 
iCyes of the world you stand together. 
I say that wc are iiaii of one gixat 
. .whole, becautie It if-; impossible i.o 
^^.^operate the life of man into its oom- 
gjjponents. We can n^t .altogothcr nl- 
.I'jcate one part of our time and one

The majorflty of the freshmen 
showed a great spirit of sportsman- 
ship in the manner In which thej- re- 
ceived the regulations set up by the

peared to receive serious opposition 
from the freshmen was that Instruct- 
ing them to amble up the stairs of 
the University buildings backwards. 
They apparently feel that they would 
sooner have the wrath of the sopho- 
mores than hazard life and limb in 
the unnatural ascent demanded of 
them.

Describes Aims of Canadian 
Student Movement

C.S.M. is the Only National 
Student Organization in 
Canada 



The Canadian Student Movement 
and Us place among women students 
at McOlU as well as its relation to 
other similar movements throughout 
the world was the topic of a special 
meeting of the McOill Women Stu 
dents Society held yesterday afternoon 
in the Royal Victoria College. 

Miss Isabella Scrlver, the president, 
opened the discussion with a few ef- 
fective words on the reason for calling 
a special meeting. Miss Scrlver ex- 
plained to both old and new students 
that as so many women students 
were found to^: b'e losing interest In 
the Students Christian Association a 
remedy for this disinterest and a 
means of rousing new interest might 
be found In such a meeting composed 
of frank discussion among students 
and an enlightening adddress on the 
work of the Studoni Christian Move- 
ment. Miss Scrlver went on to intro- 
duce the speaker, Miss Gertrude Ru- 
therford of Toronto, formerly dean of 
Anncslcy Hall and now national secre- 
tary of the Student Chirstian Move- 
ment of Canada'. 

In a most coniprchensivo manner 
MIhh Rutherford proceeded In turn to 
describe the basic aims and ideals of 
tho Canadian Student Movement, 
stressing the fact that this is tho only 
national student organization In. Can- 
ada.

Old Gfadudlc Deplores This Aspect 
01 Education 



DOCTOR B. N. WALES 



Practical Knowledge Bound 
to Come Through Con- 
tact and Experience 

"Tho utlliu-lan aspect of a college 
education Is much too pre-eminent 
iiowiidiiys". declared Dr. II. X.' Wales, 
111 reply to a. ((iicstion by a McGlll 
dicily rpporlor. Dr. Wales \k si. greatly 
respected inenibor. ot M-cGill's Alumn, 
and w.-is found to bo still very act- 
ively Interested In tho doings of the 
university's newer sludcntH. "1 kiiov.- 
very well thai, iho viow.s of ^real 
many of our most greatly rospecttMl 
citizens is that In the process of mod- 
ernization and progression, a great, 
deal more of this practlcjil learning 
is necessary in order lo malto a, col- 
IcKo i>ducatlon .!;reaier In worldly wis- 
dom and every day Idiowledge. How- 
ever, I myself contend that this prac- 
tical knowledge is bound to como in 
any caac through the contact of tho 
student once he has graduated with 
the even more practical world of bus- 
iness. Though I took a professional 
course, £ still think that the course 
In which the old classics were taught 
was much more to be commendcd: 
for one thing the course had a cul- 
tural aspect which cannot be neglect- 
ed, even by the most worldly of our 
business men. and then tho teaching 
of the classics gave one an alertness 
which even the most practical of ail 
courses cannot counterbalance, and 
again it gives one .x subtle enjoyment 
out of tho ordinary things of life and 
an appreciation ()f the different arts 
which will give ■ one real pleasure In 
after life." 

"On the other hand." the aged doc- 
tor stated, "U. i.q true that the college, 
the s.vstem of education Is greatly Im- 
proved over what It ^\'as in 1874. The 
grounds, and the buildings, are vastly 
Improved, and the increase In extra- 
curricular activities is of great ibeno- 
flt to a student, if lliey are not over- 
done. Thore is one feature which I 
think la strikingly In favour of the 
present system, and that is tho tu- 
torial system ot teaching, which Is 
used to groat advantage in certain de- 
partments. In a class of ten or fifteen, 
which this system is bringing into 
great favour, a professor has ii won- 
derful opportunity to help his studentfi. 
in the personal contact in which he 
is constantly in touch nith the .itu- 
denlH."

Amid llie .•shower of liunuiii .slar.s tiial have rallcn from tlie 
sijortine: firmament during tlic .last few montlis, one notable I'acl 
stands out. And that is. that no matter how great tiic odds ap- 
l)eav. a man never know.*; how olo.'<o ho i.s to winning. Jlany arc 
brouglit lo I lie tlire.<;hol(l of viol cry. hut few ever enter the \m- 
lals. WhyV Because .so many lack liie .stamina or the grit to 
take the final step through. 

The French tennis players had it and made the grade. It 
.seemed to be written on llie wall that America was to be the ten- 
nis master of France. Hut Lacoste. Horotra and Cochet rcfu.se(l 
to believe the writing. They hung on. They lost the smaller 
tournaments and the Davis Cup, but they didn't quit. And 
when tile fight for the championship of the United States, and 
virtually of llio world, came to its bitter end, two Frenchmen 
were found tossing up for the crown of victory while America 
looked on. 

In golf, the fame of Bobby Jones, holder of the United 
States Amateur for two successive years, the British amateur 
and the United States ojien championships, did not deter George 
^'on Elm. Though previously beaten twice by Jones, he upset 
all the sporting "dope" by capturing the United States Ama- 
teur Championship, and with it the laurels of having broken 
the great, conqueror's .-itring of victories. 

When Gene Tunney ste])ped up lo the seven-year Champion 
of the World. Jack Dempsey, Jie thonglit he had a chance, 
though few other,* did. But again the bogey went down and 
Tunney beal the invincible Jack. 

Thus we have eloquent testimony that victory awaits every 
man ju.M around tiu' corner. It is his if he has the pluck to make 
the turn, to take the final step. But we never know which stej) 
is the final one. That is why we shouldd never quit. Tho.se 
who play football, tennis or any other physical game have learned 
that this step is always the hardest. The turn comes when you're 
tired, when you're aching, and to make it you've got to grit your 
teeth and hang on. That is the time when the thoroughbred 
rings true and the mongrel <iuits. 

And so it is with Jile: a man's courage is bound to be tested 
sooner or later. Here at I^IcGill a student has the opportunity 
to mould it, and lo strengthen it for future sti-uggles, and ac- 
cording to the way in which he shaj^es his character in college 
so" will lie reflect credit or discredit on himself and his Alma 
Mater in after life. 
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THE FLAG. 

Some ingenious member at Ottawa thought to impress his 
iîigenuit\- upon his electors back home by suggesting the neces- 
sity of having a national flag, invented by Canadians for Cana- 
dians. Not only lias the idea been mooted here for some time, 
but agitation has been started in our sister dominion, South 
Africa, with the .«ame purpose. 

It has been lack of education on the- part of the promoters of 
this scheme, else the question wouJd never have been raised. 
They point out thai ihere is no i-eason why the Dominion should 
have to fly the flag of the British Isles. Quite so — if there were 
such a flag. The only one we know of is the Union Jack, and 
that is not confined to Great Britain, but belongs to the Bi'itish 
Empire. 

No one in Ei-itain has a stronger or even a pj'ior claim upon 
the Union Jack than a native of Canada can rightly assert. By 
every right of bii-th and political inhtritaiice the Canadian is a 
joint ov.-nei- of the imperial symbol. To most Canadians, we be- 
lieve, there is an ineradicable pride and .satisfaction in the con- 
templation of the Union Jack as the national flag of Canada. 
And we trust that this majority will be con.sulted befoi-e any 
rash steps are taken with respect to a new national symbol.

If however, he realized 
that by so doing he was enhancing the merchants opijiion of the 
Daily a.s an adveriising medium he might be peisuaded to. do .so.

Toronto, October 6.— AVhen informed here last night that Frank Shaugh- 
nessy had announced nt Montreal that, he' would i-etiro from Intercollegiate 
Union football at the close of the present'-sea'sbn.' ''Mike'' Rodden, coach of 
le Argonauts and former Queen's and McGill University player, paid tho 
fîoilowing Trllnile to the famous red and white leader: 

"It Is with regret that the Intercollegiate Union will see the passing of 
its most famous and its best coach,. Frtink Shaughnessy, of McGIU. Shaugh- 
nessy was one of the two real pioneers of the new football, Bev. Father W. 
J. Stanton, of Ottawa University, being the other.' Mjike no mistako about 
it, FmnU Shaughnessy knows football like those who wore the McGllI colors 
before the wnr, Queen s would -not have tram'iîled rough-shod through the 
college scriey in the last four years. .. . ' •■ c 

'■Shaughnessy, the most crilicized man in the history of the sport in 
this country, showed wonderful peraeverpnce under heavy fire and came out 
with apologies to no one. 

"His' teams of 1312. .ind 1910 compared favorably In strength with 
any that ever won chanipioiif.liips in the college or any other union. They 
were the 1,t« word in team play and perfection. 

"To know Shaughnessy was to love him. The Shagmen have always 
been loyal. There was a ..reasin, I have seen his playr.rs cry like children 
in the dressing room after losing a hard -fought game. They gave their last 
ounce of energy in blue ribbon efforts fdr 'Old McGill' and 'Shag.' 

"In fhe .summc:- month;:, wlien Shaughnessy was leading baseball 
teams, he would r.evcr hc'iitace to forget the United States national pastime 
and have- a football fanning bee. And in th6.';e fanning boos he spoke most 
entertainingly of hl.«î tVtvorile Bport— football. 

' Although a professional, the hand of criticism was never pointed at Mc- 
Gill or its high class coach. McGill 'played the game' and accepted their 
reverses with the same good will that they applauded their victories. The 
nios-t colorful- man in tho history of tho college union is passing along. May 
he always be as successful in his new field of endeavor as he was at McGllL 
Tho union, owes n debt of sratitudc to the Knute Rockne of Canadian foot- 
ball.

DartmciKh, X. I-T. Oct., 7— (By 
Kxchange 5-ervice) — "Football tcout- 
Ing as t is now conducted :s a good 
thiuif," replied Jess Hav/ley in answer 
to a. query on the vahie and ethical 
stu-tus of Iho practice following the 
•announcement that T.-lIo and Prince- 
ton have entered into an agreement to 
aboilih game scouting. 

"The only type of scouting which 
ought justifiably lo be outlawed by 
the leading colleges of the country is 
that which cover.s piop.vraioiy .md 
high school games with the end in 
v.ow of inducing young players of 
promise to enter a certain institution 
after graduation. That -is all wrong 
und I believe that such proselyting is 
practically abolished. 

"But the (iig-reement which 'i'ale and 
Princeton have evidently made barring 
N itendance of recognized scouts at 
opponents' games i.s wrong. It is 
wrong because it will not accomplish 
anything and is likely to do more 
harm than good. At Dartmouth for 



caxample, we coaches welcome the 

.ippe.'tr.Tnce of .scouts from our princi- 
pnj opponont.s for we get to know 
them and tho injection of this per- 
sonal element into football tends to 
rase intercollegiate athletic relations 
to a higher plane tlian otherwise. 

"Tf, scouts Were not sent to 'the 
g.'irnc-s, coaches would be tBooded with 
letters .and tips. o£ all soi-tti from the 
uncontrollable, ovcrz'oalou.T al-umnl. 
Furthermore, bettors would indulge 
in an .amateur scouting of the worst 
sort." 

Co.icli Hawley was in conference 
with the Dartmouth coaching • staff 
when quoRlloned, Baoltf eld Ooach 
,ruckson CannoU remarked, as did 
Htuvley, "Scouting isn't as important 
to coaching technique as one Is too 
apt to think. The lo.-idlns' iiientovs 
tc.n.ch their men lo be abla lo cope with 
nJl the various D-pos of play which 
they may be called upon to face, and 
hence acouting Is not vital and neces- 
sary," 

"Give me the present systepi of free 
and .above board scouting," concluded 
Hawloy. "And to those M-ho think 
scouting tends to Increase the over- 
omph-osls of football, i aa.y that tho 
coaches and colleges never do It; it is 
the public and rampant alumni wlio, 
■if scouting by coaches and ass stanta

part of our brain and one part of 
lur spirit to education, another to 
enjoyment, -another to commerce, and 
another to religion. I/lfe Is a single 
unit and j'ou and mo are charged 
with teaching men, not so much to 
make a living, but to make a life,— 
all else is subsidiary to this. Look at 
our responsibilities, our Joint re- 
sponsibilities, from such an aspect 
and WD come to realize that neither 
can the secular university set re- 
ligion on one side, nor can what J 
have called the university of minis- 
ters set non-religious culture on one 
side. 

I daresay that the kind of educa- 
tion whicli we usuaJly classify as ro- 
llBioiLs hî(S of late been tending to 
become rather vocational and speclti- 
llzcd. Jt must , be surprising It thl-s 
v.ero not »o. in view of thij tr.in' of 
education as a whole. There have 
boon 'many men too, good and worthy 
men, who have believed that no 
.special education was necessary, not 
even a theological education, for one 
who felt n true call to enter thp 
Clinrch. With lli:il view ft-w would 
agree today but there are still those 
who think that a degree In Arts is a 
luxury for the young men going out 
to minister to some small settlement 
of uneducated folk. 1 am very glad 
ihal those who are responslbio for 
drawing up the curriculum of your 
studies require a, high standard of 
general attainments, 

it would be natural enouRli, per- 
haps for you to think of noma of your 
subjects as secular and of some as 
theological, of some as preliminary 
and others iirofesslonul. The very 
division of responfliblllly between the 
university and tlie Theological Col 
lego would almost lead you Into such 
an eiTor, but J hope won will os- 
capo it. your studies In classical and 
Wngliuh literature can do fur more 
th.'Hi teoch you to read the Xcw 
Testament and write and spciik with 
out mistakes; they can show you the 
whole setting in which (ho New 
Testament was written; they can 
carry you through all the realms of 
linniaii thought, lliatoiy and Plillo 
Sophy do more tlian furnish you With 
strings of facta and theories for re- 
petition when and where required; 
they teach you to think and to judge; 
iliey equip your minds to make tlio 
must of your experience. All these 
ui-e needed if you arc to bo justified 
In your profession. You cannot scpar 
ate one part of your education from 
.another. Outside these college walls, 
you have assumed or will assume a 
responsibility ' before wliich thu stout- 
est hearts must sometimes quail. The 
very names which ilescrlhu your 
<.'hoson work, — a charge, n pastorate, 
;i. care and pure of souls have a very 
deep .•ilKnifiwince. Vduib i.s a (.'iilling 
which yon should regard as the very 
highest iiiim i.an enter, from which 
tho dross has been, us It were, re- 
fined. It Is your part in life ttj guide 
our minds ever to the highest,, to keep 
safe our greatest" ' possession, ' oi|r 
heritage. of iHc . spji'ltiial. Xo pffocf la

the reunion. Thus It may be seen 
that nieu from every .profession and 
walk of llfo Imvo scon fit to Icitvo 
their business in order to attend with 
their friends, a gathering in "Cana- 
da's -Convention City". 

VoBterday's program was well ar- 
ranged. Tho different f.aculticH each 
had their own special progninis in the 
morning. The most Inturcsting pro- 
gram was iprobably that of Medicine. 
Tho graduates were shown through tho 
different clinics and expressed surprise 
at tho great Improvement which this 
part of the course has undergone. The 
Medicos wore brought through t'.ie 
Iloyul Victoria ilospltjil and given 
clinic lectures of great educational 
valuo on- different cases of Interest. 
Among tho older graduates especially 
rcntarks expressing admiration at the 
TJi-ogrcss of clinical and hospital work 
In a students' training were elicited. 
In the afternoon all tho graduates 
were' Invited to Alacdonald Colloge, 
and many look advantage of this o'p-' 
portunlty to make a tour of InspecUon 
of tho huge grounds of this Agricul- 
tural and experimental College. Yes- 
terday evening the different group.s, 
citlier by years or else by class or 
fraternity held suppers and celehra- 
tlons. 

No criticism was forthcoliihig from 
any of the Graduates assenibled linro, 
except tliat the organizallon was ttik- 
en exception to by one or two mem- 
bers. Some claimed' that arrangements 
had not hoon made sufficiently Inter 
csting for the out-of-toivn graduate^, 
who were 'lioio and who liad iiu chums 
who lived in Montreal itself. One 
other graduate was heard to say that 
with the different chisses rather iiidlf 
ferently represented as an assembly 
every five years. It would be much 
better if each years gra/Iuittcs were 
to meet again each ten years after 
graduation. In this way there would 
be some part or some sectional reun- 
ion every year. However It was point- 
ed out to this gentleman that the fine 
effect that iiuuh a reunion as the one 
that is now taking ijilaco would be lyst 
on the general public, who at the pre- 
sent time see, every five years, a 
grand reunion of nearty fifteen hun- 
dred graduates, and that such a crowd 
would produce a greater effect on pub- 
lic opinion iitan a smaller and yearly 
reunion would have. To this argument 
the graduate finally agreed. 

It must not 1)0 ommltted to praise 
very highly the efforts which a- body 
of undergraduates and graduates are 
maloliig by keeping somebody always 
in the registration booth at Strath- 
cona Hall. Their efforts are greatly 
appreciated by the {rraduates who; 
come in daily to ask for Information 
or to buy tickets. The bureau will re- 
main open until the Reunion ends.
